Elder  Hunter  to  Deliver 
Baccalaureate  Sermon 

Howard  W.  Hunter,  newest  member  of  the  Council  of 
Twelve,  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  will 
deliver  the  baccalaureate  sermon  at  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity June  2,  it  was  announced  today  by  .President  Ernest  L. 
Wilkinson. 

THE  SERVICES  will  be  held  in  Smith  Fieldhouse.  An 
academic  procession,  with  faculty  and  graduates  in  cap  and 
gown,  will  form  at  the  Maeser 
Bldg,  and  proceed  along  the  west 
hillside  to  the  fieldhouse. 

Commencement  exercises  for 
the  awarding  of  diplomas  will 
be  held  the  following  day. 

Elder  Hunter  was  sustained  a 
member  of  the  Council  of 
Twelve  in  October  1959.  He  had 
served  from  1950  to  that  time 
as  president  of  Pasadena  Stake 
and  chairman  of  the  Los  An- 
geles Church  Welfare  region.  He 
was  first  bishop  of  the  El  Ser- 
eno  Ward  1941-1947,  president 
of  the  Pasadena  Stake  High 
Priest’s  Quorum,  and  member 
of  the  Stake  High  Council,  1948- 
1950. 

A NATIVE  of  Boise,  Idaho, 

Elder  Hunter  attended  Univer- 
sity of  Washington  and  worked 
with  Bank  of  America  in  Los 
Angeles,  junior  officer  with  the 
First  Exchange  Bank  of  Ingle- 
wood, California  State  Bank  De- 
partment, and  Los  Angeles  Flood 
Control  Department  before  de- 
ciding on  the  practice  of  law. 

Working  nights  and  studying 
law  by  day,  he  attended  South- 
western University  in  Los  An- 
geles 1934  to  1939.  He  received 
the  bachelor  of  laws  degree  that 
year,  cum  laude  and  passed  the 
state  bar. 

HE  MARRIED  Clara  May  Jeffs 
in  the  Salt  Lake  LDS  Temple  in 
1931,  and  during  the  years  he 
was  in  law  school  three  sons 
were  born  to  them. 

At  the  time  of  his  call  to  the 
Council  of  Twelve,  Elder  Hun- 
ter was  legal  counsel  for  a num- 
ber of  corporations  and  was  a 
director  of  Beneficial  Life  In- 
surance Company,  the  Watson 
Land  Company,  and  Task  Corp- 
oration.

Dr.  Snell  stressed  the  impor- 
tance of  a balanced  educational 
program,  “both  mind  and  hand.” 

DR.  ERNEST  L.  Wilkinson, 
president  of  BYU,  who  also  ad- 
dressed the  devotional,  said  the 
University  was  built  with  the 
plan  to  educate  men  to  work 
with  their  hands  and  learn  vo- 
cations, in  addition  to  other  as- 
pects of  education. 

“Dr.  Snell  is  one  of  God’s 
noblemen,  an  excellent  admin- 
istrator, an  excellent  scholar, 
and  deserves  the  respect  of 
everyone,”  added  Dean  Herald 
R.  Clark.  Dr.  Clark  has  been  as- 
sociated with  Dr.  Snell  for  many 
years  at  BYU.

LONDON,  April  14.— (UPI) — 
South  Africa’s  bloody  race  con- 
flict will  confront  the  multi-rac- 
ial British  Commonwealth  with 
a critical  test  of  unity  next 
month. 

A failing  grade  could  start  a 
split-up  of  the  loosely  linked 
worldwide  association  of  nations. 

THE  TEST  WILL  come  at  a 
10-day.  conference  of  common- 
wealth Prime  Ministers  opening 
here  May  3 — the  first  since  1956. 

To  Prime  Minister  Harold 
Macmillan  will  fall  the  delicate 
task  of  trying  to  prevent  an 
angry  showdown  between  South 
Africa  and  the  commonwealth’s 
Asian  and  other  African  mem- 
bers. 

ALTHOUGH  THE  conference 
[was  called  long  before  the  pre- 
sent South  African  racial  crisis 
and  the  attempted  assassination 
of  Prime  Minister  Hendrik  K. 
Verwoerd,  officials  here  agreed 
that  South  Africa’s  controversial 
apartheid  policies  of  racial  seg- 
regation will  be  the  major  issue. 

Apartheid  has  been  denounced 
in  violent  terms  by  many  of  the 
Asian  and  African  common- 
wealth leaders  — particularly 
Ghana’s  Prime  Minister  Kwame 
Nkrumah. 

THEIR  ANGER  IS  so  bitter 
that  British  officials  believe  they 
may  demand  South.  Africa’s  ex- 
pulsion from  the  commonwealth 
if  she  goes  ahead  with  a reported 
plan  to  ask  for  republic  status 
inside  the  association. 

Three  commonwealth  nations 
— India,  Pakistan  and  Ceylon — 
already  have  taken  this  step. 
Now  Ghana  and  South  Africa 
are  reported  ready  to  make  the 
move. 

UNDER  THE  UNWRITTEN 

“club  rules,”  it  has  become  ac- 
cepted that  approval  of  all  other 
member  nations  is  necessary. 

Britain  and  most  of  the  other 
“white”  commonwealth  coun- 
tries have  registered  disapproval 
of  the  apartheid  policies,  but  us- 
ually not  in  such  strong  terms 
as  the  Afro-Asian  members. 

IN  FACT,  SOUTH  Africa  got 
its  only  support  from  the  neigh- 
boring federation  of  Rhodesia 
and  Nyasaland  which  is  not  yet 
a fully  self-governing  common- 
wealth member. 

Britain  has  been  on  a tight- 
rope— expressing  disapproval  of 
apartheid  but  holding  back  from 
outright  condemnation  of  the 
South  African  government.

THE  “PROFESSOR  of  the 
Year”  award  has  been  designed 
to  give  recognition  to  members 
of  the  faculty  who  have  been 
serving  during  the  past  15  year. 
The  Karl  G.  Maeser  Award  is 
given  to  faculty  members  with 
longer  years  of  service.

Elections  are  the  life  blood  of  student  government.  Of 
course  they  cost  money,  and  campaigning  takes  time  away 
from  studies.  For  this  reason,  every  election  should,  count. 

Right  now  the  primary  election  does  not  accomplish  as 
much  as  it  could,  if  the  election  rules  were  changed. 

ORDINARILY,  a run-off  ballot  is  in  order  between  the 
two  top  vote-getters  when  no  one  polled  a majority  on  the 
first  vote*.  However,  at  BYU  it  is  possible  (and  this  election 
is  a good  illustration)  for  a candidate  to  receive  a majority 
of  the  votes  in  the  primary,  and  still  have  to  compete  in  the 
final  balloting. 

For  example,  in  last  week’s  primary,  one  candidate  for 
financial  vice  president  got  2,380  votes,  and  his  opponent 
polled"  1,046.  Nevertheless,  both  are  competing  in  the  final 
election.  One  candidate  for  sophomore  president  received 
681  votes,  while  the  sum  of  votes  cast  for  the  other  con- 
tenders was  465.  A social  vice  president  aspirant  got  2,927 
votes,  with  a few  votes  scattered  among  the  write-in  can- 
didates. The  nominee  and  top  write-in  are  now  in  the  finals. 

WHEN  ANYONE  polls  a majority  on  the  first  ballot, 
why  not  declare  him  winner?  Why  the  extra  week  of  cam- 
paigning?-And  this  would  help  shorten  the  final  ballot,  much 
to  the  relief  of  the  voter. 

Now  it  is  argued  that  under  current  rules,  write-in  can- 
didates “have  a chance.”  This  .writer  is  not  opposed  to  write- 
ins.  But  present  rules  exaggerate  their  strength. 

And  on  this  campus  nomination  procedure  is  simple  and 
very  easy. 

AT  PRESENT,  a write-in  for  an  uncontested  office,  is 
virtually  assured  a place  on  the  final  ballot.  And  this  with 
only  token  campaigning.  Is  this  fair  to  the  one  who  went 
through  the  nomination  process  and  spent  money  on  a cam- 
paign ? 

And  what  about  those  contested  races,  in  which  a write- 
in  has  little  chance  of  grabbing  first  or  second  spot,  hence 

making  the  finals.  Why  should
